T is not difficult to imagine the outcry that would greet the above paragraph it 
it appeared in a newspaper. Editorial columns would glow with righteous 
indignation and sonorous phrases would descend on Ministers from the back 
benches of the Commons. Mary Ellen’s victimization would become a national 
disgrace and might even result in the overthrow of the government of the time 

Yet daily in the newspapers of this country exactly similar paragraphs appear 
relating to motorists who have been fined for causing “ obstruction” of the highway 
—not, it must be emphasized, in roads that are clearly marked with a yellow band 
or “ No Parking ” signs, but in roads that appear to be adequate in which to leave a 
car for a few minutes, and in which the fact of obstruction is decided by a police 
constable. 

This probably arises because Section 50 of the Road icaffic Act, 1930, was 
framed in very general and even arbitrary terms, declaring that it is, in effect, an 
offence to allow a vehicle “to remain at rest” on any road in a position which is 
likely to cause danger to those using the road. Such a Section provides the police 
with a potent weapon, and the unfortunate motorist can defend himself against it 
only by showing that his car could not possibly have caused danger to others 
never an easy thing to do. 

The Road Traffic Acts of 1930 and 1932 were passed at a time when the car was 
still in a fairly early stage of popularity and, even more important, when prejudice 
was still strong against this new form of transport. Since then the car has become 
an accepted feature of our daily lives. Surely, therefore, the time has also come 
to revise and amend all those Acts of Parliament relating to the conduct of 
motorists, so as to weed out oppressive restrictions and obligations which were, 
twenty-one years ago, fastened upon the motorist, and which today are as obsolete 
as the Red Flag is in motoring 


Better Rallies, Please 


OSSESSED of normal sporting instincts, the car owner these days must none 
P the less go carefully. His car must, above all things, be made to last, and he is 

not to be blamed if he decides that anything in the way of a trial is an unjusti- 
fiable risk to chassis and body, quite apart from the fact that modern body styles 
have really put the normal touring car outside the trials category. 

The chief remaining outlet for his desire to have fun therefore becomes the rally, 
and we should like to see more British events organized. But we should also like 
to see the calibre of British rallies improved. The best of them, as at present 
organized, is little more than a touring run in company, and there are not many of 
the more seasoned sporting drivers to whom this type of pastime appeals. 

The rally cannot be devised as a car stamina test without becoming a trial, but it 
can, as the Monte Carlo event shows, become a stern test of drivers, and this makes 
it very suitable for post-war car exigencies. It is true that, as a result, the winner 
is decided by ability to navigate, to resist weariness, and to perform special tests 
in front of an audience, but there is nothing very reprehensible about that, although 
it lessens the prestige of a win. A sporting event 1s, after all, intended to provide 
the entrants with enjoyment, and the fact that a competitor is no stunt driver should 
not matter. Let the silverware continue to be distributed by all means, but the less 
the awards count as compared with the general enjoyment the more sporting an 
event becomes

The distilling process by which crude oil becomes a variety of finished products 


THE BASIC PROCESS OF OIL 


Too little is known of the adaptation for the use of man of 

the natural product oil, and of the skill and work that have 

gone into making it serve man’s transport efficiently. This 

series of articles does much to remedy the defect, the author 

commencing with the extraction of motor fuels and con- 
tinuing with engine design for efficiency. 


HIS country can lay no great claim to be an oil pro- 
ducer, but at least we can derive some satisfaction 
from the thought that the whole fount and origin of 

the modern petroleum industry was the production of 
illuminating and lubricating oils from a deposit at Alfreton 
in Derbyshire just over a hundred years ago. It is true that 
a rudimentary distillation process was already in use at 
Baku, in South Russia, but this field exercise little tech- 
nological influence on the development of the world 
petroleum industry. 

The story begins in Glasgow in 1811 when one James 
Young was born. Son of a wheelwright and carpenter, he 
followed his father’s trade but studied chemistry at night 
school and became a laboratory assistant to Professor 
Graham in 1832. Next he managed chemical works at Liver- 
pool and Manchester where he took out patents for pro- 
cessing paraffin wax from tars. 

Meanwhile a dark, oily liquid was found in a coal mine 
at Alfreton, Derbyshire, and investigating this in 1847 
Young saw its commercial possibilities and established a 
refinery to obtain heavy lubricants and lamp oil. Not only 
did he develop straight distillation and refining techniques 
(which are basically as used today) but he also hit upon the 
idea of high temperature “cracking” to increase the yield 
of light oils. This process subjects the heavy residues from 
the first distillation to a further distillation at greatly in- 
creased temperatures and so breaks down the molecular 
structure, which rearranges itself during cooling and revert- 
ing to liquid again. This second distillation provides an 
additional quantity of the lighter fractions. Young’s first 
cracking patent was granted in 1865 and the process remains 
of prime importance to this day 

The Alfreton oil deposit ran dry after two years, but 
Young was not deterred. He reasoned out the origin of oil 
and its chemical affinity with coal and his next move was to 
erect works in Lanarkshire to put into operation a master 
patent (1850) for the low temperature distillation of coal. 
From one ton of the cannel coal of the district, known as 


DISTILLATION WAS 


INVENTED BY A_ BRITON 


Torbanehill Mineral or Boghead Coal, the yield was 120 
gallons of crude oil. This coal cost 13s 6d per ton when 
he started but the price quickly rose to 90s and so killed 
the goose that could lay golden eggs. During that same 
period Robert Bell established oil works at Broxburn to 
distil oil from shale; thus the Scottish shale oil industry 
began. 

Young was granted licences to work his patent in 
America, oil being distilled from cannel coal for some years. 
Curiously enough, the possibility of using the crude oil 
which abounds in America was not at that time appreciated! 
However, in due season, Young’s processes were applied. 

Over-production of shale oil in Scotland and the cheap- 
ness of paraffin oil imported from America soon led to 
economic difficulties. The Scottish shale oil industry was 
almost ruined, and out of this situation grew another far- 
reaching development. In 1887 an arrangement was made 
by the Scottish and American producers whereby world 
markets were “ parcelled out” and supplies were controlled 
to maintain prices. Thus was the first large-scale restric- 
tive commercial agreement brought into being. 


Basic Refining 


But it is in the practical field of petroleum technology 
rather than in the commercial organization of the industry 
that we are interested and the present object is to provide 
a reminder that it is on record that all the basic processes 
originated with James Young, his various patents and pro- 
cesses covering distillation, high temperature cracking, and 
the acid and caustic refining treatments whereby impurities 
were dissolved out with weak sulphuric acid, which in turn 
was neutralized by “washing” with caustic soda. 

During the late 1800s and the early years of the present 
century Faraday, Bone, Wheeler, Dewar and Redwood con- 
solidated the foundations and erected the structure of 
modern petroleum technology which the American oil in- 
dustry applied with such great success commercially, much 
as the German chemical industry commercialized the coal 
tar dyestuffs discoveries (1856) of the London-born chemist 
William Henry Perkin. 

However, in modern petroleum processing this country 
has continued important development work that has in- 
fluenced world-wide changes of technique. In the early 
1900s, for example, a Rumanian chemist, Edeleanu, made 
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important discoveries in the removal of impurities from 
lamp oil by means of sulphur dioxide. Nothing much was 
done about it and the art of “ solvent refining” might have 
been lost but for the fact that two British-owned petroleum 
companies, Burmah Oil and Anglo-Persian, set up Edeleanu 
plants after the end of World War I. This process is the 
basis of all modern solvent refining. 

Quite apart from oil technology this country has also taken 
a leading part in the investigation of combustion phenomena 
in the internal combustion engine, Ricardo, Pye and Tizard 
being standard authorities on the subject. Their findings 
have greatly influenced world-wide trends in combustion 
chamber design, compression ratios and other factors 
directed towards high efficiency. The importance of anti- 
knock fuels was fully realized as a result of their work and 
benzole and other coal derivatives provided an immediate 
answer; in the mid-1930s we had the makings of a great 
petrol-from-coal industry, although unfortunately its tech- 
nical achievements appeared to outrun its economic 
possibilities. 


The “Cheap” Fuel Fallacy 


From time to time we have been told that a new vista 
was to be opened before us because of an era of cheap 
power to be produced from a low-priced fuel. 

In the dawn of the car age petrol was a “cheap” fuel, 
for at that time paraffin oil (kerosene) for lamps and heating 
stoves was the prime commercial product. Petrol, the 
more volatile spirit, was a bothersome by-product for which 
there was little demand, and the distilleries were pumping 
the stuff into the ground again or burning it to waste. The 
phase passed, and as the demand increased more and more 
petrol was extracted from each barrel of crude oil by means 
of improved processes; “cracking” at high temperatures 
first, then “cracking” with the aid of catalysts (substances 
which promote the desired chemical action but are not a 
part of the product) and so on. More petrol and less 
kerosene was the result because petrol was now in greater 
demand. 

Then came the development of the compression ignition 
engine, using diesel oil. Here, it was thought, was the 
“cheap fuel” engine at last. After petrol, kerosene and 
good lubricating oils had been removed from the crude oil 
there was a deal of heavy stuff left over that could be used 
up in diesels. As a “left-over” it must obviously be cheap. 

But it was soon obvious that the high-speed diesel re- 
quired a fuel that was not far removed from kerosene, and

To save expensive materials and to 

speed research, tiny specimens are 

used in the laboratories of the Gulf 

Oil Company. The chemist is using 

a feather set in a glass rod as a brush, 

gold wire and a spatula of platinum 
set in glass. 
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in its own way it must be a highly refined and carefylly 
blended product. Meanwhile catalytic cracking, hydrogen- 
ation and alkylation were producing more and more petrol 
from the contents of the barrel at the expense of the 
heavier components. 

At the same time the chemical industry was finding new 
products of all kinds in the barrel, not so much as separate 
entities but as hydrocarbons which could be broken down 
and re-formed to make solvents, “soapless soaps,” per- 
fumes, cosmetics and all manner of industrial oils, spirits 
and drugs. What was actually left in the bottom of the 
barrel provided material for surfacing modern roads as well 
as for incidentals such as roofing materials, sealing com 
pounds and the like. Nothing in the barrel is now wasted 
and not a solitary unwanted by-product exists. That being 
the case there is no prospect of any hitherto disregarded 
“cheap fuel.” 

Some claims have been made for the gas turbine because 
it runs on kerosene—a “cheap” fuel. Now gas turbine 
engines will need quite a lot of kerosene and its provision 
will reduce the output of both petrol and gas oils. It could 
not in those circumstances remain “cheap,” because both 
petrol and high-speed diesel oil are more expensive, and if 
the product of the barrel is reduced in their direction to 
make more “cheap” fuel, then the price of the latter will 
have to go up in order to bring the same total revenue 

From the barrel of average crude oil traditional distilla- 
tion processes will yield something like the percentages of 
products shown in table 1 at the foot of the page. 

By various additional processes these proportions can be 
altered, although the extra plant (and cost) involved may 
be considerable and some loss of material will ensue 
For example, the make-up of the petrol might be changed 
to yield more for aviation and less for cars, while the kero- 
sene might be increased at the expense of diesel fuel or 
vice versa. Heavy fuel oil might yield contributions to some 
of the others and be subject to both reduction and loss. 

A new (and quite hypothetical) table might be drawn up 
(table 2). 

This second table of products could again be altered by 
including the results of new processes, such as the intro- 
duction of chemical blending agents, whereby even more 
aviation spirit could be made at the expense of ordinary 
petrol and whereby, possibly, more lubricating oils could 
be made at the expense of the fuel oils, and so on.

ONTINUING this business of 
driving with the screen open, the

FOUR TRICO ADDITIONS 


Four new items have been added 'o 
the range of Trico-Folberth, Ltd., 
Great West Road, Brentford, Middlesex 
They are a traffic indicator, an electric 
windscreen wiper—the firm is best known 
for its vacuum models—a switch for using 
the driving lamp as substitute for the 
horn at night and a foot dipping-switch 
for head lamps. 

The last-named is a universal switch 
that will fit amy car, but it is primarily 
intended for converting cars to the system 
of dipping by foot as an alternative to 
hand. It is robustly made and has large 
contacts, so that it should give long ser- 
vice in its naturally inaccessible position 
in the floorboards, and it is rustless. 
There are two models, the D200 universal 
type and the DIOOA for replacing the 
original equipment on General Motors 
cars. The price has not been fixed. 


Lamps as Warning Signal 


Designed principally for the Continen- 
tal market, where the principle is popular, 
the finger-tip switch for flashing head 
lamps or the spot lamp at night as a warn- 
ing signal consists of a circlip for the 
steering column, carrying an all-round 
contact actuated by a lever which brings 
the control close to the rim of the wheel 
Many motorists in this country will like 
the device, for in built-up areas, when the 
horn may not be used, a flashed lamp is 
2 useful warning. It has wide uses in 
circumstances where a horn would norm- 
ally be used. The contacts are silvered, 
of large area, and have a wiping motion, 
so that they will withstand the heavy 
load of flashed head lamps. The switch 


is wired into the lead between facia and 
head lamp dip-switch. As in the case of 
the foot dipping-switch, the price has not 
been fixed. 

Trico’s new direction indicator, the 
600T model, is a robust item of equip- 
ment with a 6jin arm, moulded from 
transparent plastic and rimmed with chro- 
mium plating, the case being black. It 
has a firm action, the plunger moving the 
arm through a cam mechanism which 
ensures that the return is positive and the 
arm securely held in the case. Accessi- 
bility for repair is good, a single screw re- 
leasing the working part as a complete 
unit from its case. It is strong and well- 
finished. 

Either 6- or 12-volt models are made, 
and they cost £1 19s 6d a pair 

A good feature of the electric wind- 
screen wiper is its power for, at a wiping 
speed of 47 strokes to the minute and a 
wiped angle of 112 degrees, the spindle 
has a torque of 180 to 2050z in. Screens 
have grown large—and curved—and de- 
mand more from a wiper than formerly. 

A single-hole fixing for the wiper is 
provided and there are shaft lengths to 
provide for windscreen frames jin, 2in or 
34in thick, while two different versions 
provide either a built-on switch on the 
body of the wiper or a separate switch 
on the facia. The price of the wiper, 
which is sold with an arm and three-ply 
blade, is £3 7s 6d, or £3 Ils 6d with 
separate switch. This arm can be raised 
to 90 deg away from the glass, making 
screen cleaning easier 

To many motorists, the electric wiper 
will appeal as a substitute for the vacuum 
type, which has the fault that on very 
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long hills its reservoir becomes exhausted 
and it stops. The 6-volt type uses 1.9 
amps, and the spindle diameter of all is 
given as 5 mm, so that conversion is 
practicable. 

The firm has in the course of develop- 
ment a suction wiper for concealed mount- 
ing behind the facia or under the bonnet, 
with a mechanical drive to the wiper arm, 
but it will be some time before this is on 
the market. It 1s expected to be a model 
of considerable power and wiping capacity 


COACHWORK REPAIRS 


ARS which have deteriorated badly 
owing to the effect of rust, on door 
and body panels for example, present a 
difficult repair problem. A novel method 
of repair has been evolved by B. U. 
Supplies and Machinery Co., Ltd., Law 
Street, Leicester, and is known as 
Samcoweldex. The process, which is 
suitable for use on all panels and other 
areas not subjected to structural stresses, 
consists of cleaning off the rust and paint 
down to the bare metal, which is then 
roughened to provide a suitable surface 
to receive an appropriately shaped piece 
of special fabric. The material is of woven 
cotton impregnated with plastic A 
softening liquid is used before application 
of the patch and a metallic filler is 
smoothed on to the fabric when dry. 
Sandblasting or sandpapering rounds the 
job off ready for normal refinishing. 
Samcoweldex is supplied in packs for 
use by garages and service agents, the 
pack containing the special fabric, a tin 
of softener, a tin of quick drying filler, 
and a supply of thinner and cleaner, the 
retail cost being £2 5s. Experiments 
carried out by The Autocar show, how- 
ever, that repairs may easily be carried out 
by the amateur mechanic with satisfactory 
results. If rusted areas are at all exten- 
sive a considerable saving is possible in 
the cost of the repairs.

T is with the convertible body that the Austin A.90 has 
been chiefly known hitherto, for it was this version that 
was first introduced in 1948-49 and also in this form 

that the model achieved fame by its seven-day-and-night 
run at Indianapolis in the U.S.A. in the early summer of 
1949. Probably it was logical that in due course there 
should follow a fixed head or sports saloon version, or, to 
use phraseology which comes across the Atlantic, a hard 
top. It is with this latest body that the A.90 has now been 
tested. 

In the first place, as affecting performance it is interest 
ing to note that total weight as compared with the con- 
vertible with electro-hydraulic head operation has not in- 
creased as much as might have been expected, the figures, 
in running trim, being 3,067Ilb for the sports saloon and 
2,996lb for the convertible. Further study of the specifica- 
tions would then suggest that as the saloon has a final 
drive ratio of 4.125 to 1 as against 3.667 on the convertible 
tested in 1949, the weight increase would be largely offset 
by the lower gear ratio. On the whole this deduction is 
found to be warranted, although the present car may have 
suffered in some degree in its performance figures from the 
difference between winter conditions of weather and prac 
tically ideal summer conditions which the convertible 
enjoyed for its test. 

Further direct comparison between the convertible and 
the sports saloon need hardly be drawn, though to some 
extent the process is unavoidable after driving both ver- 
sions. Choice of body style is available and it may also 
be noted that, if required, the lower final drive ratio apply- 
ing as standard to the sports saloon can be obtained 
optionally on the convertible. The engine is somewhat 
more evident in the saloon than in the soft top model, but 
is substantially quiet and sufficiently smooth running, 
especially in the medium and higher range of revs, to be 
pleasing in spite of its being a quite large four-cylinder 
even by present British standards, which have come to accept 
the big four as a well-marked post-war type. 

From its inception the A.90 has been in the category of 
what may be called exciting cars, meaning that it has a bold 
outline, is planned with a comparatively short wheelbase and, 
as already indicated, a fairly large engine and not the maxi- 
mum of seating or luggage capacity that could easily go with 
such an engine size. Rather has the aim been to provide a 
sports type car with an exceptional power to weight ratio 
This objective has been attained, as was very clearly seen when 
the convertible was sampled, and it has been maintained in 
the sports saloon to a degree to make it stand out in point of

performance as well as appearance. The reduction in gear 
ratio is not enough to render the car fussy and the cruising 
speed is certainly a genuine 70 m.p.h. Speeds of the order 
of a genuine 75 m.p.h. are reached quickly without any 
exceptional stretch of road being available, whilst, given more 
space, well over 80 m.p.h. true speed can be seen, as was 
found in 2,000 miles of Continental driving of this particular 
car supplementary to its normal testing in England. 

Useful maxima are available on the indirect gears for 
those drivers who like on occasion to use a maximum burst 
of acceleration or to maintain speed on an appreciable 
gradient, and second is a fine gear for a quite severe kind 
of hill, narrow and tortuous, of a nature that would have 
been included in trials, say fifteen years ago. On such a 
hill the A.90 is full of life and can be taken up in sports car 
fashion. On a main road type of hill, with a quite severe 


gradient in the order of | in 6, third gear is sufficient and 
the speed need not fall below 35 m.p.h.—a distinctly brisk 


performance. As to yet another style of hill, of purely main 
road character, complicated by a sharp bend and having a 
maximum gradient of 1 in 9, the A.90 charges over on 
third, in spite of the comparative slowing caused by the 
corner, and maintains 40 m.p.h. over the steepest part. 

It is a car in which to employ the gear box fairly freely 
if the best is to be obtained from it, for owing to the high 
gearing speed falls off fairly early on gradients unless the 
approach is brisk, whilst also from speeds below 20 m.p.h. 
the top gear acceleration is not tremendous, though it is 
achieved with very little pinking even on the low octane 
Pool petrol used during the home part of the test

Viewed externally the A.90 may give an impression of 
greater size than actually applies.or is felt at the wheel. 
Indeed, it is relatively compact overall and a handy size 
of car for narrow roads and in congested city traffic. It 
handles well, in keeping with the semi-sports car character 
that it suggests. A stranger to it is favourably impressed 
from the outset by the excellent placing of a large diameter 
spring spoked steering wheel at exactly the right angle and 
in a position where the driver immediately feels that he has 
full command. This is a slightly subtle point dependent 
on a few angles of degree of the column and is one in 
which cars either most noticeably succeed or fail. Addi- 
tionally, the wheel is telescopically adjustable when a hand- 
operated locking ring at the head of the column is freed. 
Then also vision of both wings is perfect, a matter which 
again contributes greatly to confidence and to the impres- 
sion of the car’s being convenient under close quarter 
conditions, whilst the sharp downward slope of the bonnet 
allows a close-up view of the road. 

In other respects, vision is not quite so happy, the narrow 
curved sections of glass used between the main curved 
windscreen and the pillars introducing a slight distortion, 
hardly ever noticeable in daylight, but apt to be apparent ‘ 
certain circumstances at night and especially in rain. Pre- 
viously these sections were merged with the main screen 
by virtually opaque strips, but at this point a slim metal 
pillar is now used. The result of these divisions, added to 
the framing strips of the hinged ventilator panels in the 
forward part of the door windows, is to break up vision to 
the quarters through one or more of the sections into which 


form virtually a one-piece seat. Details visible are the large 

lidded lockers in the facia, one of the useful cubby holes in 

the thickness of the doors, the quick-action window control, 

hinged door pull and recessed interior handle, also the pivoting 
ventilator panel in each door. 
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Measurements in these scale body diagrams are taken with 
the driving seat in the central position of fore and aft adjust- 
ment and with the seat cushions uncompressed. 


the glass area is sub-divided. There is, however, an excel- 
lent feeling of light within the car owing to its exceptional 
area of glass, or, rather, transparent material; the wide and 
deep rear window which contributes notably to this effect 
by being extended round the rear quarters is of Plexiglass, 
whilst the windscreen is of plate safety glass. 

The suspension—coil spring i.f.s. and half-elliptic rear— 
has excellent riding qualities from the comfort point of view 
and imparts good stability also. As with so many modern 
independent front suspension cars, it is not over-easy to dis- 
cover, especially on unknown roads, the optimum speeds 
for bends of various radii, but experience having been gained 
in this direction, the A.90 becomes a source of satisfaction 
in its fast cornering abilities and feels safe. The steering 
has considerable merit, being comparatively high geared and 
having adequate castor action and good automatic sense of 
direction, meaning that the car does not have to be 
consciously steered on the straight, nor is appreciable road 
wheel movement transmitted to the steering wheel. The 
brakes on this latest model are the full hydraulic system, 
front and rear. They give good smooth results without much 
pedal pressure being required and stood up well to hard 
driving on the Continent, including the 800-odd miles from 
south to north coast of France completed in two days. 

From the driving position and control viewpoint there is 
ample leg room, and a particularly comfortable leg position 
is obtained with no suggestion of the forepart of the seat 
cushion interfering with leg movement, whilst there is ade- 
quate support from the back rest. The front seats are indi- 
vidually adjustable, but meet centrally, so giving the

possibility of carrying a third person in front on occasion 
in the absence of controls to obstruct. The hand brake 
control is well out of the way under the facia. The throttle 
pedal could be more comfortable. There is excellent synchro- 
mesh and, if required, quick movements can be made on the 
upward changes. Rather more than average range of travel of 
the steering column gear lever is involved between first and 
second and third and top and gear control could be more defi- 
nite with advantage. A positive stop prevents unintentional 
engagement of reverse. First gear is decidedly noisy 

Passenger space in the rear compartment is fair, fully 
upholstered seating being provided, as against the occasional 
rear seating of the convertible. The whole of the uphol- 
stery is in first-quality leather. Leg room at the rear is 
limited, as also is headroom by the curvature of the roof 
The drop windows in the doors are both controlled by 
quick-action levers. The driving mirror view is not compre- 
hensive. Finish of the facia panel is somewhat noticeably 
plain, in cellulose. Among the instruments is a rev counter 
and practical provision for the thoughtful owner’s peace of 
mind includes an oil pressure gauge and an ammeter. The 
illumination of the instruments at night, whilst effective in 
its primary purpose, is rather too bright for comfort and 
also leads to slightly disturbing reflections in the windscreen 
A ring on the steering wheel provides convenient horn 
sounding by thumb pressure without removing fingers from 
the wheel rim. It takes some little time to become accus 
tomed to the row of minor control knobs, all of identical 
appearance, although all labelled as to function 

The engine fired almost immediately from cold after the 
car had been left out overnight in temperatures of 38-40 deg 
F, but it usually required several touches of the starter 
switch before it would run without stalling. The car tested 
was fitted with a 21-gallon tank, which is optional equip- 
ment. The larger tank obviously provides a wide operating 
range and would appeal particularly in remote territories or 
for long-distance work, but has the effect of reducing the 
rear locker to little more than a spare wheel compartment 


In the modern style the engine compartment is a medley of 
pipes and wiring, but there is a purposeful appearance about 
this department of the A.9o0, with its two S.U. carburettors 
and large air cleaner. Sparking plugs and oil filler—at the 
rear of the valve gear cover—stand out as being accessible.

A DRIVER'S IMPRESSION OF 


HE revs rose to a scream in second gear—the finishing 

line flashed by, the cotton thread broke and we could 

cut, brake, park the car and relax the tension built 

up over four days and three nights of motoring. We had 

checked in on time at Monte Carlo and had just completed 

the vital acceleration and braking test in 24.5 sec; nearly 

two seconds slower than all three Jupiters had achieved in 

practice, but still not too bad on a water-logged course. Now 

to relax and enjoy the luxury of doing nothing, and doing it 

slowly while waiting our turn to unload the baggage and put 
the car in the parc fermé. 

It was easy to relax the body, but flashing through the 
mind like an endless newsreel were scenes from last night 
and those breathless early morning hours. Fighting against 
fatigue and driving with the fingertips to control incipient 
skids on the miles of ice over the notorious mountain sec- 
tions from Clermont Ferrand to Le Puy and Valence 
Vainly trying to sleep while Raymond Baxter took the car 
over the snowbound Col de Cabre and rushed on, making 
up time over slippery roads through Grasse to Digne 

Taking the wheel again to plunge into a snowstorm and 
fight for wheelgrip in deepening snow on the Col de Leques 
Debating whether to lose time fitting chains or press on and

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take the chance of getting stuck. Deciding to take a charice, 
and then juggling a way with spinning wheels past other 
competitors who had made the same decision and got hope- 
lessly trapped in the snow. The descent to Castellane and 
the slide through the snow-covered square in a tightly 
packed bunch of cars which nearly demolished the ciné 
camera on the corner, and gave a lensful of action. Then 
up over the Col de Luens, the Col de Valferriére, the Pas 
de la Faye and the Col du Pilon. They are all names on 
the route card with height figures rising to 3,800 feet, but 
in retrospect they merge into an endless succession of 
slippery snow-covered hairpin bends, of desperate efforts to 
get past slower cars, of slides on the edge of dizzy drops 
as we dodged trucks and snow ploughs, and somewhere a 
fantastic struggle with coils of wire from a line of demolished 
telegraph poles 

Then the dash down the treacherous lower slopes from 
Grasse in blinding rain, a quick refuel at Nice, a check of 
all electrical equipment and the never-ending run along the 
tortuous Lower Corniche to clock in at Monte Carlo with a 
minute in hand. Finally, screwing together every remnant 
of skill and concentration, using every rev the engine would 
give and using all the brakes one dared in the acceleration

and braking test on a course which was swimming in water. 
Now to relax. But here was Donald Healey telling us 
we had all lost time by braking too gently and the sun was 
already peeping through the clouds to dry the course for the 
later arrivals. Soon little wisps of steam were rising from 
the track and tyres were beginning to squeal as later arrivals 
crammed their brakes on really hard. The Lisbon starters 
were still to come and would do the test on a dry course. 
A Lisbon winner seemed certain and for a gloomy period 
as one car after another crashed over the recording strip 
with locked wheels it seemed as if Lisbon starters would 
monopolize the final test, to which only the best fifty 
performers in the brake test would be admitted. 


But No 


It did not turn out quite like that, and the British con- 
tingent from Glasgow had a fair share of success, but these 
were the agonized speculations which occupied tired crews 
during the excessively long wait outside the parc fermé. 

From the time first car arrived at 8.07 a.m. it was an 
hour and a half before any competitor recorded less than 25 
seconds. Then Hillen and Schade (Ford) did it, followed 
by a procession of Simcas and Ken Rawlings (Vanguard). 
During the next hour and a half only two big cars managed 
it and there was another long wait until soon after midday, 
when Vard and Waring with Jaguars and Ellison and I 
with Jupiters broke “25.” The course was drying off nicely 
when a Citroen from Monte Carlo did it, then Mrs. Stanley 
Turner’s Alvis clocked 24.7 and Trevoux came in with his 
unbeatable 22.6. From then on it was plain sailing for the

remaining Lisbon finishers, five of whom recorded less than 
25 sec. Against this background, Colin Vard’s run in 23.1 
sec on a waterlogged course stands out as a magnificent 
effort. 

The vital importance of the acceleration and braking test 
arises from the method of marking. 

On the 2,000-mile road section, drivers had to average 
50 k.p.h. (31 m.p.h.). They could maintain a higher speed 
up to 65 k.p.h. (414 m.p.h.), and, at each control, cars arriving 
early were put in a closed park. The crews could then rest or 
relax until the time equivalent to the 50 k.p.h average was 
reached. With Raymond Baxter and I, the time margin 
usually went making recordings for the broadcast reports 
of the rally, but we did manage to get about an hour’s 
sleep at Lille, Amsterdam and Brussels. As hotels seem 
to have the habit of charging the same for an hour in bed 
as for a full night, sleep cost about a £1 an hour, but seemed 
well worth it at the time. 

Competitors checking in before the minimum time fixed, 
or after the maximum time, were penalized, and in the 
interests of public safety a competitor who had driven much 
too fast could be excluded at the request of the national 
club of the country in which the incident occurred. 
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SE CONTROLE 
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After checking in at the final control, competitors pass under 

this arch to begin the acceleration and braking test on the 

quayside at Monte Carlo. The car is the Humber Super 

Snipe driven by three London police officers, which was 

handled magnificently on the road section, but was not quick 

enough in the acceleration and braking test to qualify for the 
final run round the Grand Prix circuit. 


Time early or late on the road section carried penalties at 
the rate of 10 marks per minute but the time taken in the 
acceleration and braking test was counted at the rate of a 
half mark per second, or 30 marks per minute. 

The final test, to which only the best 50 were admitted, 
consisted of six laps of the Monte Carlo Grand Prix circuit, 
at 3.18 kilometres (1.98 miles) per lap. The last four laps 
were the most important, as the times recorded there were 
used to decide the results on the formula: 

T+1.2 (El + E2+E3) 
10 

where T is the time of the fastest lap in seconds and El, E2, 
E3 represent the difference in seconds between this and the 
other three laps. Time taken on the circuit is therefore 
penalized at the rate of only six marks a minute and irregu- 
larity at the rate of 7.2 marks a minute. This shows why 
even Chiron, going extremely fast and with great regularity 
on the circuit, could not make up for an indifferent perform- 
ance in the acceleration and braking test 

No one who lost marks on the road section stood any 
chance in the rally this year and this makes it all the more 
unfortunate that one or two British competitors, experienced 
enough to know better, jeopardized the chances of several 
compatriots by obstruction on the snowbound passes. 
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Cars of all nationalities assumed strange angles under the stress of cornering at the gasworks hairpin.

No Snow on Our Boots 


No photographer ever gets up near the tops of the passes 
where the conditions are really bad and there is therefore 
no pictorial record of what went on, but for many miles 
the snowploughs had been able only to smooth out a track 
of single car width. On this narrow ribbon of packed snow, 
reasonable if spectacular progress was possible, even without 
chains, but any effort to pass another car meant plunging into 
deep loose snow which immediately swallowed up the power 
and defeated the manceuvre. Passing in safety, therefore, re- 
quired co-operation from the car in front in pulling over at 
the first suitable point where there was a level or downhill 
stretch which would assure an easy recovery after entering 
the heavy snow. Unfortunately, there were several cases 
where processions of four or five British competitors were 
held up, all frantically sounding their horns, behind slow 
drivers who could not keep up the pace and would not give 
way 

If a car suddenly appears behind you, when previously 
the road was empty, it is a fair assumption that it is 
travelling faster than you are. There is no harm in taking 
the hint and trying to speed up, but if you cannot lose 
him there is a clear duty to pull over and give him the 
chance to get ahead. 

Some people went to the other extreme and stopped to 
help fellow-competitors in positions where they could not 
possibly restart themselves without fitting chains and losing 
time which could never be made up. We counted ourselves 
lucky to get through non-stop, for if we had no chains 
on our wheels, we had at least no snow on our boots. 

Any attempt to build up a reasonable time margin in these 
conditions means proceeding in a series of controlled slides 
uphill and down, and drivers with a trials background 
seem happiest at the job, as they are fully accustomed to 
keeping the throttle wide open when the car is at about 
45 degrees to the direction of travel. 

On the earlier part of the road section a few impressions 
stand out vividly from all the rest. First of all, the

astonishing enthusiasm in Britain. In Scotland coalminers 
and schoolchildren lined the roads to watch the cars pass, 
and in Ruabon and Wrexham it seemed as if whole popula- 
tions were pressing on to the road, three or four deep, waving 
the drivers on as though it were a long-distance road race 
instead of a rally at closely controlled speeds. The present 
public enthusiasm for motoring sport in Britain is something 
never known before, and if the matter were handled properly, 
we could have Continental-style long-distance rallies and 
road racing on closed circuits with overwhelming public 
support in quite a short time. 

The same enthusiasm was to be found in France, but 
not so much in Belgium. In Holland, however, the peak 
was reached. Customs formalities took less than 30 seconds 
and on entering the country each British crew was presented 
with complete route directions for the passage through 
Holland printed in English. Every important turning was 
marked by signs which glowed in the light of the head lamps 
and every major junction was guarded by smart police in 
black uniforms. Through the main cities we were guided 
by motor cycle police, who looked like T.T. riders in their 
white crash helmets and black leathers, and certainly rode 
to fit the part. Most of the roads were covered in black ice, 
but if ever we showed a desire to travel faster than the 
convoy one of the escorts would immediately detach himself 
and beckon us on. He would then lead us in a fantastic 
chase through the deserted streets at over 50 m.p.h. Their 
ability to travel fast on two wheels on ice, while we were 
using all our efforts to keep going in the right direction on 
four wheels, excited our unreserved admiration. 


No Help 


In Belgium, on both the inward and outward loops, the 
situation was quite the reverse, and no guidance at all was 
received. A reader’s letter in last week’s issue seems to 
suggest that this was because nobody remembered to tell 
the Belgian police that the Monte Carlo Rally was happen- 
ing. However, the situation was restored on re-entering 
France, and the usual admirable traffic control by the French 
gendarmerie gave competitors an easy and trouble-free run 
through Rheims to Paris, where further mobile police pro- 
vided high-speed escorts into and out of the city, the dense 
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and rapid traffic of the French capital providing quite as 
much excitement as the ice-bound roads of Holland. 

Another thing which astonishes the British rally com- 
petitor is the lavish hospitality offered to crews en route. 
For the Glasgow contingent it started with open house at 
the Royal Scottish Automobile Club before the start, and at 
Lille there were quantities of champagne, far greater than a 
prudent crew could absorb. At Liege the Royal Motor 
Union, organizers of the famous Liége-Rome-Liége trial, 
presented each crew with an enormous hamper, much too 
large to go in a car the size of ours. Besides sandwiches and 
fruit, it contained such welcome items as bottles of wine, 
packets of cigarettes and veal steaks wrapped in Cellophane 
At Amsterdam a delightful restaurant was turned over to 
competitors, who enjoyed meals from a menu on the 
generous Dutch scale and, as parting gifts, were presented 
with small bottles of gin and slabs of chocolate by pretty 
girls in national costume. 

In Rheims, the great champagne producers co-operated 
most effectively with the local automobile club in its efforts 
to fortify the fatigued crews 

In Paris the Action Automobile excelled themselves as 
usual. Each British crew was taken care of by a beautiful 
girl, gowned in the manner one normally associates with 
Paris, and, after champagne and refreshments, they were 
sent on their way with quantities of ham, fruit, apéritifs and 
liqueurs. Perhaps the Paris control was the hardest of all 
to leave on schedule, but then that is usually the trouble 
in Paris, rally or no rally. 

At Bourges there was a well-stocked buffet in the former 
bishop’s palace, opposite the lovely cathedral, and at Cler- 
mont Ferrand the control was in a local sports stadium. 
From then on there was little time to enjoy hospitality, but 
things continued to tumble in through the windows of the 
car. At Grasse there were bottles of the local perfume, but 
it has not so far been possible to verify the claims that 
these were immediately opened and drunk by tired crews, 
who were by now thoroughly accustomed to receiving alco- 
holic refreshment as a parting gift. 

Inevitably the Llandrindod Wells control did not com- 
pare favourably with the others, but the mayor did present 
us each with a guide book, including a view of Station 
Crescent and the Post Office. 


Private Enterprise 


A happier impression was left by the magnificent buffet 
offered by one of the garages at Lee which has now 
become a recognized stopping place for competitors on the 
route down to Folkestone. 

Monte Carlo itself provided a curious incident in the 
cocktail party at the Exotic Gardens. After the long trek 
up the steep hill behind Monte Carlo, about half of the 
guests were unable to obtain any refreshment stronger than 
a glass of soda water, and in case the revelry should get out 
of hand on this unaccustomed intake, they were shepherded 
off the premises by uniformed officials blowing whistles 
Fortunately the ball at the Café de Paris and gala dinner 
at the Sporting Club were more in accordance with the 
Monte Carlo tradition 

The comic and farcical incidents during the rally and 
after would, of course, fill a book. There was the British 
Ford Anglia crew who failed to notice that, from Valence 
onwards, early time margins were cancelled at each control 
to make things more difficult, and happily occupied them- 


The delays at the finish were prominently reported in the 
London Press, but any suggestion that the British were going 
to miss the Gala Dinner in protest was exaggerated. 
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Accelerate for 656ft and stop with front wheels over a 
recording strip, reverse until front wheels are behind the line, 
then accelerate for a further 165ft to a flying finish. That was 
the acceleration and braking test, and here it is being done by

selves practising brake tests outside the final control when 
they should have been checking in. Then there was Prince 
Lanza di Trabbia, henceforth known as Rip Van Lanza, who 
slept his way into a heavy time penalty after stopping out 
side the Clermont Ferrand control with an hour in hand 
Prince Lanza gave me a run along the Corniche in his Alfa 
Romeo 1900 afterwards, and it seems there is some proposal 
that Alfa Romeo should give him and his crew a dinner at 
which they will each be presented with an alarm clock 

Then there was the man who fell asleep and got himself 
locked up for the night in one of the more exotic night 
clubs. After waking up at about nine in the morning, he 
broke his way out, only to fall into the hands of two gen- 
darmes who proposed to arrest him for breaking and enter 
ing. He protested that he was merely breaking and exiting 

The 4$-litre Delahaye used by Trevoux and Chiron is a 
post-war model not hitherto seen much in competitions. 
Front suspension is Dubonnet and there is a De Dion axle 
at the rear. The chassis is usually fitted with special body 
work by the great French carrossiers, and none of the 
literature I have seen makes any specific claim to the weight 
of a complete car. The two cars which finished in the first 
ten had very light special. bodywork with every surplus 
ounce pared off the panelling and fittings, and the one used 
by Chiron had the popular lightweight seats made of rubber 
stretched over a tubular framework. It must be empha- 
sized, however, that they were thoroughly practical in style, 
with large space within for four or five people 


Auxiliary Power 


Chiron’s car was well streamlined with a fully swept back, 
but the winning car used by Trevoux had a more conserva- 
tive notched back with big rear windows. This results from 
Trevoux’s experience in being hustled in last year’s Mexi- 
can road race by transatlantic thrusters, who did not 
hesitate to close up and give him a nudge from the rear 
It is a considerable shock to a driver bred in the well- 
ordered European road racing tradition when, to quote 
Trevoux’s own words, “I suddenly find there are horses 
which I do not have under my foot.” Hence the large rear 
window on his latest car. 

With three carburettors, as used for the rally, the 
4}-litre six-cylinder engine, which has push-rod operated 
overhead valves, normally gives 137 b.h.p., but the inspec- 
tion after the event showed that proper advantage had been 
taken of the modifications permitted by the regulations, 
and it seems reasonable to suppose these engines were 
giving about 180 horse power 

Well, it is all over, and now a lot more of us are entitled 
to wear the little round badge with the bar which indicates 
the year in which we finished on time. More than ever, we 
envy the veterans with the long strings of bars which seem 
to dangle almost to their knees. Trevoux, for example, has 
ten of them. One of the best consecutive sets is that of 
Col. Barnes, of the R.A.C., who has seven in a row

Hobbies 


I AM frequently being told that I am

I suppose these are two of the few 
hobbies tnat can be enjoyed by a mere 
man whilst away from home. One 
acquaintance deplored the fact that his 
own hobby—woodwork—was one that 
could not be carried out within the 
confines of a caravan. When you 
come to think of it, there are not many 
that are really practicable whilst on 
tour. Apart from caravanning— itself 
a very fine hobby—I can name off 
hand only painting and sketching 
philately, bird-watching, botany, bio 
logy, reading, and my own 

Even photography can be indulged 
n in only a limited way, for although 
I have a darkroom fitted up for de 
veloping and contact printing, I 
greatly miss my enlarger, which has to 
be left at home and can be used only 
during the few winter months when 
we are static 

The womenfolk have almost endless 
with knitting, embroidery, 
sewing, plus one or two others, such 
as rug-making, fancy leatherwork, and 
so on, that the ladies might not con 
sider by any stretch of the imagina 
tion to be hobbies. I would include 
tea-making which has the necessary 
ritual aspect 


What to Take? 


HE obvious answer is take as little 
as possible. Don’t hamper your 
selves with unnecessary articles, and 
don’t lumber up the caravan so that 
it resembles the vicar’s jumble sale 
But, apart from usual items, do take 
enough bedding, a pair of goloshes or 
Wellingtons, a good ‘‘ mack,”’ a tin- 
opener, a corkscrew, matches, electric

torch, two boards about 2ft by 6in 
(for the caravan wheels on soft 
ground), and a tow rope. This last may 
sound ominous, but it has many uses 
apart from its legitimate one of getting 
you out of a mess (for which it may 
never be needed, but when it is it’s 
worth its weight in groundnuts!). And 
as you will have to do your own shop 
ping, don't leave your ration books 
or emergency cards, at home. 


Choosing a Site 


HIS seems to puzzle most caravan 

ners: ‘‘ How can I be sure of a pitch 
at the end of the day?’ You can't, 
but you may rest assured that you will 
have a pitch for the night. It is cer- 
tainly becoming more difficult as more 
caravans take to the road, but some 
thing always turns up. Don't leave 
site-hunting until the last minute, and 
if you are in a strange locality, detach 
the caravan and leave it in charge of 
a garage, then do the inspection by 
car only, which is much quicker and 
easier. In most cases you will have a 
centre in mind—a popular resort or a 
famous holiday area. Don't rush to 
the crowded camps; you can usually 
locate a site away from the towns and 
the crowds, and more often than not 
these are cheaper and more pleasant 
It is often preferable to park on a farm 
a little distance from the sea, for, with 
the car available, it is easy to pop to 
and fro, and the petrol consumption 
need not be heavy. Caravan site lists 
are available to members of the A.A., 
the R.A.C., the Caravan Club, and the 
Camping Club. 


Negotiating’ Large Towns 


ROSSING some of the large, busy 


towns with a caravan behind, 
particularly on market day, can be a 
** hot-under-the-collar *’ experience. 
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One way to avoid this discomfort is 
to time the crossing so that it coin- 
cides with the usual lunch hour— 
between 1 and 2 o'clock. During this 
period a lull seems to settle over the 
towns, traffic is much lighter, and 
roads are not congested by the parked 
cars of shoppers. A straight-through 
run can usually be accomplished. If 
London has to be negotiated, and the 
run through can be arranged for the 
night hours, it is really surprising how 
easy, and strangely thrilling, it be- 
comes. 


One-Way Streets 


E of the most embarrassing 

contretemps that a caravanner can 
experience is to be in a one-way street 
in the wrong direction! It makes one 
feel about as small as a pygmy, and 
the caravan as large as a house. Try 
it sometime if you want your fortune 
told! This happened to us once in 
Buckfastleigh, in Devon. Fortunately 
the thoroughfare was a short one, and 
I was soon through it, but not without 
rousing the wrath of several motorists 
and the black looks of the pedestrians. 
That the incident was not seen by the 
Devon police explains why I am free 
(well, reasonably free) to write these 
notes. Once through the prohibited 
area I stopped the outfit, and after 
wiping the perspiration from my brow, 
walked back to ascertain how I had 
come te make such an unpardonable 
mistake. I found the sign to be placed 
higher than most, and easily missed if 
one’s attention was concentrated on 
traffic conditions. It may have been 
altered by this time, as I haven't been 
back since (in case I’m a marked 
man) and other motorists must have 
made the same blunder . . . I hope. 


National Forestry Camps 


ALKING of difficulties brings me 
to mud. I have now visited all 
the N.F. camps in England, Scotland 
and Wales, and I have never encoun- 
tered mud at any of them. Rough ap- 
proaches, yes, especially at Glenmore, 
in the Cairngorms, which almost pre 
cludes its use to caravanners, but the 
camp roads usually are good and the 
sites hard. Even at Glen Trool, where 
we had almost solid rain for days on 
end, the site did not become muddy 
and we got off (in the rain) without 
any trouble. One reason, maybe, is 
that the N.F. camps are not greatly 
used by caravans (except perhaps Ard- 
gartan and Forest of Dean); another 
is that they are established and main 
tained at Government expense. On 
the whole, National Forestry camps, 
although often in remote districts, are 
not cut up by tmffic and do cater for 
the camper and the carayanners who 
prefer to have ablutionary and sanit- 
ary amenities provided for them. For 
this consideration alone they are worth 
adding to one’s itinerary.

rubber tube (A), a strong 2-ply fabric 
inner tube (B), and a patented 2-way 
valve (C) 

Air is pumped through the valve, and 
inflates the imner and outer chambers 
simultaneously. The 2-way valve also 
acts as a pressure equalising vent, through 
which aw can pass between the two 
chambers. Because pressure is equal in 
the inner and outer chambers the free- 
floating inner tube moves clean away 
from any sharp object that may pierce 
the outer tube 

As a result, when the tyre cover and 
outer wall of the tube give way or ex- 
plode, the weight on that wheel is carried 
by the inner tube, inside which 60% of 


the air is safely held. Axle-drop is 
so slight that there is no instability 
and no dangerous swerve. You simply 
bring the car to a gradual, straight 
stop, in complete safety 
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By taking advantage of a faster car's slipstream, a slower car may gather enough speed to swing out at a favourable 
point and overtake. It is then overtaken again, and the same procedure can be repeated until it is finally shaken off. 


A LITTLE ABOUT 
Racing Driving 


ADVICE FROM EXPERIENCE 


Last week the author dealt chiefly with cornering ; this week he 
concludes with overtaking and speed qua speed—also with the 
incidentals of success on the track. 


HERE judgment is critical is at the start of a sprint. 
Longer races are another matter, for a quick get- 
away is not vital, and it is not good for the mechan- 

ism to open the throttle wide and then slam in the clutch. 
The whole operation is a nice balance between just enough 
revs and a quick but smooth engagement followed by good 
control of the rear wheelspin (which may mean closing the 
throttle again). Nothing is more difficult, as hill-climb and 
record drivers know full well. 

Overtaking is another problem. If you are driving at 
really high speed on a straight it is essential to know for 
certain that the driver of the car you are overtaking will 
give you room to pass. Otherwise it may be necessary to 
check, which means that it will be some time before you 
can regain the speed to pass; few things are more annoy- 
ing (hence the modern habit of shaking the fist, with other 
eccentricities that are of no real avail). 

But once past the other car a further difficulty arises in 
that your rival will take advantage of your car’s slipstream, 
so gaining temporary speed to overtake you. I have known 
that to happen four or five times in one lap, which can be 
a dangerous frequency. The only remedy is to keep calm, 
note where the other driver has difficulty in closing in on 
you, and then go all out at that point next lap to get 
clear. 

Before a corner, overtaking wants watching in case you 
run past your cut-off point, but after a corner is the ideal 
spot. Gathering the car in hand, as it were, you get clean 
past on acceleration (but watch out that you don’t over-rev 
in the process). Passing om a curve is a dangerous

manceuvre, yet may be essential if you come upon a crippled 
car and are being chased by a rival. 

One thing that is very unpleasant indeed is to” overtake 
by slipping in on the right when the car ahead swings left 
for a sharp right corner, for that puts the other driver com- 
pletely off his line and may lead to a crash. Should you 
be overtaken by a driver well known for this unpleasant 
habit, keep more to the right on such a corner and take it 
slowly. To my mind the first car to arrive at the normal cut- 
off point for a corner has a right to the corner. In the 
artificial circumstances of airfield racing, where the road 
is ridiculously wide, overtaking on the “inside” does not 
inconvenience anyone, but airfield racing breeds bad habits, 
for you can make a bundle of mistakes on corners and still 
get away with it. 


Let Him By 


If a faster car catches you give way; you will be better off 
with it in front. Try to signal the other driver to pass, as 
it helps, but there is no need, I feel, to give way as you go 
into a curve or corner unless your car is crippled. Should 
two cars come down to a corner level we always used to 
think that the one on the right (if the rule of the road is 
keep right) had the right of way. In races of the short 
sprint type there is much to be said for waiving rules— 
everybody for himself and the devil take the hindmost, as in 
some beautiful dog-fights on the mountain circuit at Brook- 
lands—but long-distance races are different. Besides, 
you can do all sorts of things when you know all the other 
drivers personally which would be out of court if you did not. 

Very wide roads such as those on airfields create other 
problems, for it is difficult to decide whether to use the 
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whole width fast when rounding the equivalent of a hairpin, 
or to keep close in, and go slow, so saving distance. The 
answer seems to be to take the line that suits your car 
best. Some will pick up so well from low speed that the 
shorter course suits, others are better if the engine is kept 
pulling hard all the way round; a compromise is often best. 

You may think it curious that high speed on the straight 
has not been mentioned first among the things that concern 
the driver. That is because, in my opinion, mere driving 
at high speed is the easiest part of the whole business. 
True, you need good, quick reaction, sound judgment and 
previous experience of slower cars, but once you get used 
to a speed higher than you have attained before it is not 
only easy; it may even be a mite boring. Witness long runs 
at high speed at Montlhéry, for example. 

But at first it does seem a he-man’s job. All muscles are 
taut, and the car seems hard to direct. Yet when you be- 
come accustomed to the speed and relax everything is 
different for the very good reason that you have ceased to 
struggle with the wheel and are letting the ear stabilize itself. 

If a car will not hold a straight line with just a little 
assistance then there is something wrong with it that must 
be cured. But a driver can “worry” a car until it becomes 
difficult, especially if he contracts the bad habit of sawing 
at the wheel, which is very easy to do. We had a driver 


once who developed this habit, with the result that he was

worn out in a short time; the car was all over the road. The 
mechanics then pretended that they must alter the angle 
of the front axle to give more castor effect. This done, 
another driver was asked to take the machine fast past the 
group (which included the original driver), and to do so 
with the minimum of wheel movement. As the car passed 
a mechanic then exclaimed, “ Look, that’s done it, the wheel 
is not moving at all.” Thereafter the original driver also 
stopped fidgeting with the wheel and all was well, although 
nothing whatsoever had been altered except his ideas. 

In all driving—on the straight, on corners, and on curves 
—it is my belief that the car should be “coaxed” rather 
than dragged about with the steering, so that it feels as 
though the machine was doing the job itself, rather than 
the driver. 

Much the same applies to the handling of the mechanism 
generally. The change up, for example, is not a matter of 
yanking the lever to another position but of a very quick 
change that is also exact in that nothing is forced. True, 
in sprints the gear has to be changed so quickly that it is 
hard on the mechanism, and you may not always use the 
clutch, but in long-distance work the car has to finish. 

A race is usually won by the pit control, whose members 
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alone know where all the cars are. This means that a 
driver must be able to see the pit signals. If he cannot do 
so, then the pit has no idea of a signal or the car wants 
another driver. It is quite easy to make a good, large 
signal entirely different from those of all rivals, and then 
display it in a novel position. A blackboard on which forty 
words in smudged chalk are unreadable is nonsense, as is 
a semaphore exactly the same as all the others (and dirty 
at that). Lights can be used; the signal station can be in a 
house away from the pit, and the signal can be held 
vertical when the others are horizontal. In fact, there are 
hundreds of ways of making things easy at a glance. 
Opinions naturally differ as to the value of instruments 
to a racing driver. It may be very dangerous to look down 
too long at the dials, and it is no use giving a driver instru- 
ments that tell him things of little practical value. 
practice, the more instruments the better, for something can 
be done about every bit of information, but in the race 
itself it is doubtful whether such information helps. To 
my mind the rev counter and an oil gauge with, perhaps, 
a thermometer, are of use, but even then it would be better 
if the first were mounted right forward near the nose, so 
that it could be seen while one watched the road. And it 
should not have a row of little numbers, but something bold 
and easy to read from the tail of the eye. The oil gauge 
should have a thick, black hand on a white background and 
so long as that hand is vertical all should be well. 
There remains the awkward question of what to do when 
things go very wrong. Well, the answer seems to be that 
there is no time to think; you must act instinctively, which 
means doing what experience has made “come natural.” 
As there is rarely more time to do more than one thing, 
that must be the right one. The rest is with the gods. 
Any violent action is likely to make things worse—cram- 
ming on the brakes for example; and when a crash is 
certain, then if there is time to go “all loose,” shift your 
thighs from directly under the wheel rim, and hold the side 
of the car and the edge of the front cowling, then, probably, 
you will not get hurt. But these are very difficult to do, for 
all one’s instinct is to fight to the last moment to save the 
car. 
Anyway, there is no time to get frightened. 


The Little More 


What should you do if the race demands everything you 
have got and all the car’s speed? Anything possible to 
increase acceleration after a curve or corner; a faster 
change-up; firmer braking at the limit cut-off point; a little 
more speed on corners and, maybe, just a little more than 
the safe maximum revs. These may do the trick. But there 
is something more—a sort of inspiration. An odd fervour 
that enables you to do things in a way which seems quite 
impossible in cold blood and which, if you get it right, will 
take you round at the limit speed and rather surprise you 
as you think about it afterwards (not, you see, a game that 
can be played at any time in any place on the ordinary roads 
in a normal day’s run). 

Finally, you may be described in this or that newspaper 
as a blue-eyed speed king or a pie-faced polecat. Take 
no notice, for the only thing that matters is the opinion of 
your mechanic, if he is a real mechanic. We always held 
that he who had plenty of publicity before a race would not 
be found in the list of results afterwards. Remember, too, 
that you may have bought the car but you did not buy the 
manufacturer’s good name, and you can damage this pro- 
foundly if you are out only to have a good time in races. 

Remember also Sir Francis Drake’s prayer before Cadiz. 
in 1587: “It is not the beginning but the continuing of the

The car is now in the hands of my brother- 
in-law, and although it has covered more than 30,000 miles, 
mostly on our “natural proving grounds,” it is in perfect con- 
dition; even the paintwork is like new. Some of my friends 
covered more than 50,000 miles with their English Fords without 
trouble, and some little cities in our hinterland use them as taxis, 
making permanent connection with other distant villages. 

After the Prefect, I bought a Jowett Javelin, and can assure 
you that it is a car offering outstanding performance and comfort 
in city use, but is rather inadequate for rough roads. In city 
use or on our few concrete highways, the Javelin has a startling 
performance, with easy steering, good brakes, a fast engine, plus 
armchair comfort for four adults. 

Now I have a 24-litre Riley. Essentially masculine in its 
character, the Riley possesses the power of gaining rapidly the 
friendship of its owner, especially to those people who value a 
car displaying willingness to be driven hard. Besides this it boasts 
of very good looks, and its long bonnet is impressive in its classic 
lines. The driving position is very comfortable, but the steering 
wheel requires a good deal of muscular effort for manceuvring in 
town or when parking. But when speeding on the open road, 
the precise steering makes its great appeal 

I have made several trips on various types of roads, always 
with complete control and confidence in the car, feeling only 
slight reaction on the steering wheel and suffering a little the 
effects of the hard suspension on rough roads.

\ JITH an accurate c.c. measure one can 

establish the cubic capacity of a 
combustion chamber by pouring oil from 
the measure through a sparking plug ori- 
fice when the piston is at top dead centre 
Pour in the oil until it fills the combustion 
space and read the measure to discover 
the precise volume 

The swept volume, which will already 
be known, plus the volume of the com 
bustion chamber expressed as a ratio to 
the combustion chamber volume alone, is 
the compression ratio. In cases where 
the plug orifice is at an angle it is neces- 
sary to tilt the car, or remove and tilt the 
engine, to bring the orifice to the vertical,

] EGULATIONS are now available for 

this year’s Tulip Rally, which has 
built up a deserved reputation as one of 
the best rallies in amy country in a re- 
markably short space of time. A study 
of these “regs” is time well spent, as 
obviously every effort is being made to 
avoid criticisms which have been levelled 
at other events, as well as to ensure that 
so far as is possible the rally will be 
decided, as every rally should be, primar- 
ily on the results of the road sections 
First, the cars are being subdivided, 
in each of the four capacity classes, into 
two categories. The first of these em- 
braces standard production cars as per 
catalogue, of which 25 have been made 
and sold to the public, provided they 
are not classified by the organizers as 
sports cars; the second, all cars classified 
by the organizers as sports cars, together

with other cars not qualifying for the first 
category (either because of the quantity 
made or of subsequent modifications). 
rhe classification of a car as a sports car 
will be done according to its power-weight 
ratio, a certain figure being laid down for 
each capacity class as a dividing line; but 
this is not a hard-and-fast rule, the or- 
ganizers having the final say as to which 
category a car shall be placed in. Open 
cars are permitted; every car must have at 
least two seats 

There are nine starting points, to wit, 
The Hague, Rome, Harrogate, Brussels, 
Paris, Monte Carlo, Milan, Berne and 
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Copenhagen. Competitors from all these 
will follow a variety of routes each total- 
ling about 1,200 miles, and culminating 
in their arrival at Clermont Ferrand; up 
to this point the average speed set to all 
competitors is 31 m.p.h. But the com- 
mon route to be followed by them all from 
Clermont Ferrand to the finish at Noord 
wijk (measuring a further 1,065 miles) in- 
cludes four special stages. 

During these stages, the different 
classes of car will have to maintain differ- 
ent average speeds, and those designated 
sports cars will have to achieve speeds 
approximately eight per cent higher than 
the rest. Moreover, the precise routes of 
each of the special stages will not be dis- 
closed to each competitor until he starts 
that stage; he will then be given a route 
card, and various unannounced route con 
trols, at which the road book must be 
stamped, will ensure that he follows it 

As last year, the final eliminating test 
will be held on the Zandvoort circuit, and 
details of the test will not be revealed 
until the day on which it takes place; in 
this test, the times recorded by the sports 
car competitors will be augmented by 
about five per cent. All this should add 
up to a really cracking rally; entries (150 
Dutch, 150 others) must reach the or- 
ganizers (via the R.A.C. for British en- 
tries, don’t forget) before March 9, but 
the list may be full before then. En-

THE MAN AT THE WHEEL 
J. E. G. Fairman 


Another driver who has come into the news 
since the war, Jack Fairman first made his 
presence seriously felt in competition with the 
supercharged 44-litre Bentley which was 
formerly raced by Miss Margaret Allan. 

After two 44-litre Bentleys, Jack purchased 
a Type 35C Bugotti with which he competed 
at many sprint meetings as well as at Gransden 
ana the Isle of Man. Indeed, his last oppear- 
ance with, this car was at Douglas, where he 
took third place in the 1948 Castletown 
Trophy race, pushing the car over the finishing 
with a very blown-up engine—only three 
cars finished. Immediately afterwards he 
shared the wheel of the class-winning H.R.G. 
in both the 24-hour races, at Le Mans and 
Spe, with Eric Thompson. 

The Bugatti was followed by a 2-litre 
Riley, tuned with the advice and help of 
Freddie Dixon, with which Jack raced at 
Goodwood and in the Isle of Man before 
writing it off in a crash on the Blandford 
circuit, for which he still holds the car lap 
record. In recent times he has been seen at 
Prescott, Silverstone and Goodwood at the 


wheel of Tony Rolt's large and much-modified 
Alfa Romeo. 

Thirty-seven years of age, of medium height,
